ECONOMIC SIDE 
The military side has been ad- 
vanced, The economic and financial 
organization——the foundation of 
Canada's fighting power—exists 
only in skeleton form. Mr. King 
spoke of this once or twice in the 
campa'g He and Mr. Lapointe re- 
marked that Canadas maximum 


jlinancial powey had been estimated, 


by the financial experts of the 
government. The existing skeleton 
organization—the exchange control 
board and the war time prices and 
trade board—are at present merely 
control dams to prevent the great 
pool of the nation’s strength drain- 
ing away. How to capitalize this 
power, to harness it for war, these 
are the questions that now face Mr. 
King. 

Here is the problem: 

War expenditures have caused 
Canada to run behind about $150,- 
000,000 in this fiscal] year. Most of 
the recent war loan of $200,009,000 
may be regarded as spent. 

In the new year it is plain that 
there will be but a Slight surplus 
over non-war expenditures. But the 
war will cost $500,000,000 on Can- 
ada’s own account and = another 
$100,000,000 for the commonwealth 
air training plan 


NEW TAXATION 

The government knows that this 
huge sum of approximately $600,- 
000,000 cannot be raised by borrow- 
ing without starting an inflation 
upsetting price levels and bringing 
disaster on the country. The gov- 
ernment knows there must be ruth- 
less economy on non-war account; 
that something like $250,000,000 in 
new taxation must be imposed. 

Income tax exemptions will like- 
ly be cut down. The rate of the tax 

will be i The excess pro- | 
fits will almost certainly be stiffen- 
ed and the sales tax will likely 
from 8 to 10 per cent. War taxa- 
tion will bite greedily into Can- 
ada's standard of living. 

But even so there will yet re- 
main a great gap to be plugged 
with borrowed dollars. Are there 
sufficient savings in the country 
to make this possible? Or must the 
government increase these sav- 
ings by compelling people to 
spend less and save more? Shall 
purchasing power be restricted by 
making luxuries unsaleable? Or 
will compulsory savings be intro- 
duced? 

During the past six weeks, gov-

Reynaud Reports 
On Recall Action 
For Soviet Envoy

| PARIS, March 27.—Premier Paul 
Reynaud reported to his war cab- 
inet today on the action of the Rus- 
sian government in agreeing to re- 
call Soviet Ambassador Jacob Sou- 
ritz at the French government's de- 
mand. 

No communique was issued after 
the meeting. It was learned, how- 
ever, that Reynaud reported to the 
cabinet that a congratulatory mess- 
age on Russia's victory over Fine 
land had been filed in open French, 
that it had been intercepted by the 
French censor, and that the govern- 
ment held Souritz responsible for 
an act which was considered as hav- 
ing made him persona non grata,

“Carry On" 


The people of Canada were asked to 
say yesterday by their votes whether they 
desired the Mackenzie King Government 
to remain in office and continue to direct 
the nation’s war effort, or whether they 
had lost confidence in the Government and 
desired to replace it with a coalition minis- 
try to be organized by Dr. Manion. They 
replied in the most emphatic terms they 
have ever used in giving a decision at the 
polls. 

When parliament was dissolved the 
Government had 169 supporters in the 
House of Commons, the Conservative op- 
position 38, as a result of the record-mak- 
ing “landslide” of 1935. In the new House, 
according to the showing Wednesday 
morning, the Conservatives will again 
hold 38 seats, but the Government sup- 
porters 175. The votes of the soldiers 
oversea and at concentration points still 
have to be taken into the count, but as 
they voted according to where their homes 
are located, it is unlikely this will effect 
the general standing materially. As near- 
ly as is practically possible through the 
medium of the ballot box, the instructions 
issued to these two parties by the electors 
is “as you were’. 

This is a remarkable demonstration of 
confidence in a Government that had held 
office for more than four years and which 
toward the end of that period had been 
obliged to make the momentous decision 
between peace and war. There never can 
be any quibble as to whether parliament 
correctly interpreted public opinion last 
fall when it placed Canada alongside Bri- 
tain and France in the fight against Hit- 
lerism. Nor any question of whether the 
Government was warranted in recom- 
mending this action to parliament. The 
voters have given retroactive approval to 
the decision, and the point is settled. 

The direct result of the vote is that the 
men who have thus far organized and di- 
rected the country’s war effort will con- 
tinue to do so. They now have a mandate 
from the electors to that effect, new and 
plain beyond precedent. Their authority 
in the matter is no longer subject to ques- 
tion or doubt- Hitherto they have been 
going on the assumption that they were in 
line with public opinion; but neither they 
nor anyone knew that to be a fact. Now 
it is patent to all. If there has been any 
hesitation to push preparations or to ex- 
tend operations because of 
of uncertainty, there need be no more. The 
Government has proceed full 
steam ahead. 

Those orders come from a United Can- 
ada, a Canada more united than it ever 
was before in peace or war. It might eas- 
ily have been that this war should spli 
the Canadian people more dangerous 
than did the last one. It has not done 
that. On the contrary it has been turned 
into the means of unifying their sentiment 
and consolidating their strength. That 
surely is something in which every Cana- 
dian can and will rejoice. From the At- 
lantic to the Pacific our people present a 
united front to the enemy, and are whole- 
heartedly resolved to fight aggression to

They Didn’t Fall for It 


Now that it is all over, Dr. Manion 
would probably admit, as he did in respect 
to the election of 1935, that while he pre- 
dicted success for his party he did not 
really expect it. He might even go so far 
as to say there was no substantial reason 
why he should have expected to win. He 
made out no convincing case against the 
Government; and his request to be allow- 
ed to set up a so-called National Govern- 
ment was too nebulous to create confi- 
dence that the war effort would be as well 
handled by his company of unknown ad- 
venturers as by the present ministers. 

On the critical side, every accusation 
that there had been short-sightedness, fa- 
voritism or inefficiency in putting the 
country in readiness before war came, or 
in organizing its defensive and offensive 
forces after war came, was met frankly 
and fully. Quotations from his speeches 
in parliament and out showed the Doctor 
had been no more anxious than anyone 
else in pre-war days to spend money in 
preparation for what might not happen. As 
to the conduct of operations after war was 
declared, the more attention was called to 
the matter the clearer it became that his 
critical attitude developed suddenly with 
the calling of the session of parliament in 
January, when it was supposed there 
would be unlimited opportunity to work 
up partisan and sectional feeling by a pro- 
longed wrangle. 

The National Government idea was ob- 
viously an after-thought born of desperate 
circumstances, if not imposed by outside 
influence. It required the scuttling of the 
Conservative party, of which Dr. Manion 
was the chosen leader but not the ap- 
pointed liquidator. The scheme _back- 
fired. In British Columbia the party can- 
didates refused point blank to hoist the 
new banner. In Ontario his friends of the 
press took the liberty of changing the em- 
blem to National Conservative. His plat- 
form aids were exclusively Conservatives. 
The pretence that he could bring outstand- 
ing Liberals or C.C.F'ers into the “best 
brains” merger faded out completely. 

The country never took the National 
Government myth seriously. As an alter- 
native to the cabinet of known, trusted 
and experienced men who composed the 
Government, it was never in the running. 
That, with all respect to Dr. Manion, is 
greatly to the credit of the public. No 
grown person supposes the present or any 
other cabinet to be composed of super- 
men, or to have never made mistakes. But 
as between a body of administrators who 
are well known and of good repute, and a 
spectral company of unnamed persons for 
whom nobody could vouch, there was 
never much room to doubt which the sane- 
minded voter would choose.

When I first knew him 
he represented at Ottawa the old Toronto World, 
Later he and I worked together on the Toronto 
Globe, For the past many years he served as 

Washington correspondent for 
A GALLANT the Winnipeg Free Press, Death 
SOUL PASSES overtook him at Washington at 

the age of 75. I mention his age 
because nearly a quarter century ago he was 
given six weeks in which to settle up his affairs 
and die. Tom had been taken ill while at work 
in the Ottawa Press Gallery. Rushed to a hos- 
pital, four doctors examined him—three of them 
members of parliament: Dr. Jerry Chabot of 
Ottawa, Dr. Peter McGibbon of Bracebridge and 
Du M. R. Blake of Winnipeg. The medical quar- 
tet agreed that Tom had cancer and would be 
lucky to last another six weeks. As a last chance, 
they recommended an operation, and put Tom 
on a diet to build up his strength for the ordeal. 

After three weeks of spartan dieting, think- 
ing his chance of surviving was very slim, Tom 
decided that if death was to be his lot he might 
as well die with a full stomach. He persuaded a 
sympathetic nurse to grill. him a good steak. 
After he got the steak down he felt an urge to 
get up and dress, and go for a last walk. Still 
feeling fit he walked back to his apartment and 
didn't ‘return to hospital. All three of the par- 
liamentary doctors predeceased him — one a 
victim of cancer, The fourth, Dr. T. H. Leggatt, 
was National Conservative candidate for West 
Ottawa in yesterday's general election. 

How many of those who read Tom King’s 
despatches from Washington knew that for 
many years he had been almost totally blind. 
His gay and gallant spirit refused to be crushed 
by the disaster, He sat in the galleries, heard 
the gossip, interviewed ministers and politicians 
and dictated his despatches to a stenographer. 
If there's a special place reserved for gallant 
newspapermen in the great beyond, Tom King 
will be there with his good natured smile and 
his joyful hunt for news.
